The passing of “Briggs” the fam¬ 
ous cartoonist means to almost every 
household on the continent, the, loss 
of a well-loved friend. Emporers 
may depart, great warriors may- die, 
statesmen may leave an empty saddle 
anu Uieir going is scarcely noted by 
the average man—but Briggs, the au¬ 
thor of "Mr. and flfrs.,” “When a 
Feller Needs a Friend," “That Grand 
and'Glorious Feelin,” and, other com¬ 
ic strips, is mourned by everybody. 
He knew the human heart, . human 
weaknesses and day by day incidents 
and could visualize them with a few 
strokes of the pen. Children caught 
their first original laugh from “When 
a Feller Needs a Friend,” and learned 
that the world was a funny place if 
you could see it that way. Grown 
toiks sa"w their daily deeds saturized 
in “Mr. and Mrs.,” and laughed to¬ 
gether over the silliness of passing 
flurries. Never exaggerated, never 
vulgar, never bitter, his drawings 
had a most wholesome influence. 
Many cartoonists and many comic 
strips are open to censUre for their 
improbability, illiteracy and false In¬ 
fluence. But Briggs never failed us. 
He appealed to literate and illiterate, 
old and young because he knew the 
common basis of humanity. An un¬ 
finished drawing of “When a Feller 
Needs a Friend,” was tacked to his 
ink-stained board when he died; and 
when his strips cease to appear in 
the course of weeks, he will be mis¬ 
sed In country and cities, on frontiers 
in backwoods, and high places.

The Department of the Interior 
has been working on instruments of 
such delicate nature as to register 
and measure mineral deposit far be¬

One instrument is the Seismograph* 
which is commonly used tb - record 
earthquake shocks. Shocks travel 
rough mineral deposits at different 
rate than through rock. A calculation 
of the speed of the recording impulse 
the nature of the intervening 

rock. 

Scientists believe that oil may be 
discovered by ,the seismograph. 
Shocks are quickly absorbed by oil 
and if the instrument fails to register 
the presence of petroleum may be 
suspected.

Alberta is the only province to conie 
to the assistance of the unemployed 
single man, and Calgary is consider¬ 
ed to be 'giving a very fair deal in 
putting the single men to work on a 
four hour day at 25 cents qn hour. 

It is felt that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment should also accept responsibility 
for the unemployment situation as a 
survey of Edmonton unemployed 
shows, that of unemployed single men 
72 1-2 per cent, are immigrants who 
have come to Canada during the pakt 
four years and of this number only 
13 per cent, were of BritisK origin. 

Thera were 225 men taken back to 

work at the Ogden thopi on Monday.
